A Royal appointment 
for town Sea Cadets 


YOUNG people from the North¬ 
ampton Sea Cadet unit will help 
lead the Queen's barge down the 
River Thames to mark the Diamond 
Jubilee. 

Members of the group will join other Sea 
Cadets from across the UK to lead the barge, 
Gloriana, across the water on June 3, to cel¬ 
ebrate the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee. 

Sea Cadets, aged between 12 and 18, will 
be the focal point in a huge procession of 
more than 1,000 vessels in a Thames pag¬ 
eant, the likes of which haven’t been seen 
since 1717. 

A 55-strong team of Sea Cadet boats from 
all over the country, each one carrying a flag 
to represent a Commonwealth nation, will 
sail in a diamond formation on an 11km 
route from Wandsworth to Greenwich. 

The boats, Trinity 500s, were specially de¬ 
signed for Sea Cadets last year by Olympic 
dinghy medallist Jo Richards. 

The narrowboat, the Diamond, will sup¬ 
port Northampton’s Trinity 500 and has 
been provided by the Northampton and 
Wellingborough Sea Cadets, representing 
Lady Juliet Townsend, Lord-Lieutenant for 
Northamptonshire. 

Commanding Officer Lieutenant (SCC), 
Claire Read RNR, said “It’s an honour and 
a privilege for our cadets to be selected for 
this prestigious event.” 

A canal boat that normally gives pleasure 
cruises to the elderly and disabled in North¬ 
amptonshire has also been picked to ac¬ 
company the Queen’s personal vessel. The 
Mountbatten Crusader is owned and run by 
St John Ambulance Northamptonshire and 
is usually found moored at Blisworth Ma¬ 
rina on the Grand Union Canal.

Temple plans 
set for go-ahead 

PLANS to build a large Hindu 
temple in Northampton, which 
were first revealed four years 
ago, should finally receive ap¬ 
proval from councillors next 
week.

The council’s planning commit¬ 
tee will make a final decision 
on the development’s future on 
Tuesday next week. But a report 
written by council planning of¬ 
ficer, Chris Preston, which will 
be seen by councillors, said the 
development should be backed. 

He argued the temple should be 
built despite the development site 
currently being a wildlife area.

Just how easy is 
it for your dog to 
'do a Pudsey'? 


PUDSEY'S remarkable 
ability to dance on his 
hind legs alongside de¬ 
voted owner Ashleigh But¬ 
ler was enough to net the 
pair £500,000 and the title 
of winners of Britain's Got 
Talent 2012. 

The dancing duo wowed both 
the judges and millions of TV 
viewers with their complex rou¬ 
tines, which saw Pudsey jump 
on cue and weave between Ash- 
leigh’s legs to music. 

After only their first audition, 
Simon Cowell claimed it was the 
best dancing dog act he had ever 
seen. 

But just how easy is it to teach 
your dog to dance? 

Professional dog trainer, Grae¬ 
me Hall, who works under the 
name The Dogfather, says almost 
any dog owner can teach their 
pet a few tricks. 

Graeme, from Overstone, said: 
“There are lots of tricks you can 
teach your dog. How far you get 
will depend on how good your 
dog is and how good you are. 

“What has happened with Ash¬ 
leigh and Pudsey is he is a par¬ 
ticularly good dog and she has a

talent for it. 

“What most people want to 
start with is a well-behaved dog 
in every sense. If your dog is not 
even well-behaved when you just 
walk him, you are not going to be 
able to do more. It really is true 
that you have to learn to walk be¬ 
fore you can run.” 

Beginners should start with 
mastering heel work, getting the 
dog to walk nicely by your side. 


Graeme says you can then start 
putting this to music and adding 
some rhythm. 

You can also teach your dog to 
jump on command and progress 
to other tricks. 

The key is to reward your dog 
when he does something right. 
Graeme said: “All dogs have 
something they would do any¬ 
thing for. Some are not bothered 
about treats. With my dog it is a 
combination of treats and toys. 
Above all they want affection.” 

Pudsey is a border collie, bi¬ 
chon frise and Chinese crested 
cross and Ashleigh has been 
training him in canine freestyle 
since he was three. 

Mr Hall said smaller dogs tend 
to learn most quickly, particular¬ 
ly Jack Russells. 

“I have two Rottweilers and a 
Jack Russell and of the three, he 
is the one I would choose to learn 
tricks. Border collies are also 
very good at heel to music. That 
is not to say you could teach any 
dog, but you can certainly still 
have lots of fun.”

Tips to make your dog dance 


Stand 

STARTING from the sit posi¬ 
tion, hold a treat right in front 
of your dog’s nose, then say 
‘Stand!’ and move it above him 
so that he will have to stand in 
order to reach it. 

As soon as he stands, say 
‘Good boy!’ and, when he sits 
back, give him the treat. 

While he is standing you can 
move a few steps, holding the 
treat, to get him to walk on his 


hind legs. 

Spin 

HAVE your dog stand in front 
of you and hold a tasty morsel 
in front of his nose. As he ‘locks 
on’, give the treat. Offer a new 
treat, and lead his nose slightly 
away from you, rewarding him 
with the treat. 

Now stop luring and have 
him follow your empty hand 
and feed from the other. You 


gradually turn his head more 
and more until he moves his 
shoulders too. Soon enough the 
whole dog will move in the di¬ 
rection of the treat. 

As you speed this up, you 
can circle your hand over your 
dog’s head as he spins. Ask for 
more spins per treat. 

Finally your hand signal can 
be a small circling movement 
with your finger just in front 
of you. 
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Signs for cyclists 
at Olympics made 
by local charity

DISABLED staff at a North¬ 
ampton sign-making com¬ 
pany will have their work 
seen by millions of TV 
viewers as they direct Ol¬ 
ympic cyclists during this 
summer's games. 

Specialist road sign manufac¬ 
turer Nordis Signs has started 
putting up almost 2,000 tempo¬ 
rary road signs to direct cyclists 
competing in Olympic road-race 
events around the 250km course. 

They were made with help 
from staff at Nordis in Lodge 
Farm Industrial Estate, North¬ 
ampton the majority of whom 
have learning disabilities. 

Steve Wright, manager of Nor¬ 
dis Signs said: “Our team have 
worked hard to develop the 1,800 
signs for the Olympic road races 
and we’re proud to be involved in 
this great sporting celebration.” 

All the signs will be installed 
along the course, which passes 
through London and Surrey, 
in phases over the next seven 
weeks. They will also divert Lon¬ 
doners around the course. 

Helped by J. McCann Ltd, May 
Gurney will install and maintain 
the signs then removing them 
again afterwards. 

Nordis will also use more than 
500 A-frames and three thousand 
sandbags to hold them in place and 
so provide temporary road-side 


signage. 

The company will use special 
“crash cushions” fitted to the 
back of their trucks to protect 
the teams of fitters in the event 
of any accidental collisions on 
busy dual carriageways 

Owned and operated by North¬ 
amptonshire County Coun¬ 
cil Nordis was taken over by 
May Gurney in 2010, when it 
was based in Duston, Northamp¬ 
ton. 

It was hoped at the time by 
councillors that Nordis would go 


on to become a profitable compa¬ 
ny and now operates from Ring- 
mer in Sussex as well as North¬ 
ampton. 

Mr Wright said the Olympic 
contract was a huge boost to staff 
and the company itself. 

He said: “Nordis now develops 
road signs for local authorities 
across the UK and for the High¬ 
ways Agencies and private com¬ 
panies, but this is an unusual 
project for us and highlights the 
technical skill and capabilities 
of our teams.”

District a 'great 
place to swim' 
new survey finds 


CHILDREN in south North- 
ants have come out on top 
of a 'swimming census' 
aimed at highlighting the 
importance of learning to 
swim at school. 

The survey showed 91 per cent 
of primary school leavers in the 
district were able to swim 25 me¬ 
tres... the highest success rate in 
the country 

But this compared to rates as 
low as 26 per cent elsewhere in 
the UK, causing the Amateur 
Swimming Association (ASA), 
the governing body for swim¬ 
ming in England, to produce a 
manifesto calling for every school 
child to be able to swim. 

The six-point manifesto, pro¬ 
duced with Kellogg’s, will be pre¬ 
sented to members of the three 
main political parties in West¬ 
minster today 


The 2012 Swimming Census 
will urge the Government to 
challenge schools failing to en¬ 
sure children leave school with a 
skill that could save lives. 

Jacquie Marshall, director 
of swimming at Northampton 
Swimming Club, welcomed the 
move. She said: “I think it’s im¬ 
portant and I’m glad it’s being 
highlighted. 

“Obviously south Northants 
has done a great job but it should 
be 91 per cent in the whole of 
Northamptonshire. 

“We get children that come to 
us at the end of junior school age 
who really can’t swim very well. 

“Swimming can help save lives 
and it’s a really important life 
skill.” 

The manifesto will call for 
schools to prioritise swimming 
lessons so every child has the op¬ 
portunity to learn to swim irre¬ 
spective of their background. 


It will also outline the need 
to monitor school swimming as 
part of Ofsted inspections, pri¬ 
oritisation of school swimming 
budgets and improved training 
for primary school teachers. 

David Sparkes, chief executive 
of the ASA, said: “Swimming is 
the only subject on the national 
curriculum that can save your 
life so it’s essential that govern¬ 
ment, schools and parents join us 
in taking action and break the cy¬ 
cle before we create a generation 
of non-swimmers unable to pass 
on this life-saving skill to their 
children in the future.” 

Nationally, one in three chil¬ 
dren are failing to achieve the 25- 
metre target set by the Govern¬ 
ment for primary school leavers. 

Kellogg’s will give £100,000 
funding to help address the re¬ 
gional discrepancy in the number 
of children learning to swim.

Has town hit the 
'tipping point' 
for unemployed? 


THE number of jobless 
people in Northampton has 
fallen slightly in the past 
month in line with a small 
overall drop in the national 
unemployment figure. 

According to the Office for Na¬ 
tional Statistics, 5,946 people were 
out of work and claiming benefit 
in Northampton in April, down 
from 6,118 in March. 

The figures will not have fac¬ 
tored in major job losses such as 
the proposed closure of the Talk 
Talk call centre in Northampton, 
announced last month. 

Across the county, 16,164 peo¬ 
ple remain out of work, just over 
3,000 of whom have been unem¬ 
ployed for more than 12 months. 

The figures tally with a nation¬ 
al fall in unemployment of 45,000 
to 2.6m, 8.2 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion, but lower than the European 
average of 10.2 per cent. 

Brian Binley, MP for Northamp¬ 
ton South, said he believed this 
could be the “tipping point” with 
regard to the overall unemploy¬ 
ment situation: “This is undoubt¬ 
edly good news for Northampton. 
Small and medium enterprises 
make up up a lot of the business 


in our county town and that’s 
why the future of our new Enter¬ 
prise Zone is so important. All of 
us have a real desire to see the 
Enterprise Zone work in helping 
to provide more jobs in the future 
for young people.” 

He said there was now a real be¬ 
lief among business that the time 
had come to “get out and do the 
job” to beat the recession. 

Michael Ellis, MP for North¬ 
ampton North, said: “These fig¬ 
ures are good news but there is a 
lot more to do and I am very far 
from complacent. In Northamp¬ 
ton we have positive signs such as 
the go-ahead for the railway sta¬ 
tion and the Enterprise Zone and 
these can only augur well. The 
Government recognises North¬ 
ampton’s potential and projects 
such as these are real markers for 
that confidence.” 

Northamptonshire Chamber 
of Commerce’s chief executive, 
Paul Griffiths said: “The number 
of people claiming job seekers 
allowance varies significantly. 
In South Northamptonshire (1.5) 
and Daventry (2.4), the claimant 
count is far below the UK average, 
with Corby, Kettering, Northamp¬ 
ton North and Wellingborough all 


around the average four per cent. 

“However, in Northampton 
South constituency, this count 
reaches five per cent, around the 
same level it was in April after we 
saw it rise above the national and 
regional average for the first time 
in my memory” 

He added: “The economy re¬ 
mains extremely fragile and this 
week’s developments with Greece 
and the Eurozone won’t help. Last 
month’s announcement that we 
are back in recession after a sec¬ 
ond consecutive quarter of con¬ 
traction, will also affect business 
confidence and their willingness 
to recruit more staff. 

“Businesses need freedom to 
grow and create jobs. This free¬ 
dom could be greatly helped by 
the Government with the cutting 
of red tape and regulation and en¬ 
suring a better flow of lending to 
credit worthy firms. 

“Locally there are several initi¬ 
atives in place to help people find 
work - these include the Work In¬ 
spiration Network in Northamp¬ 
ton (WIN Northampton), run by 
Northamptonshire Chamber and 
Nationwide. The Enterprise Zone 
should also create jobs as compa¬ 
nies get established there.” 



A total of 16,164 were unemployed and 
claiming benefit in Northamptonshire 
in April 2012. 

Of these, 5,946 people were in Northamp¬ 
ton, which fell 172 during the month. 

ONS data shows 80 per cent of jobs in 
the county are within the service sector, 
chiefly among distribution, hotels and 
restaurants and public sector education 
and health.The biggest employer of all 
is within finance and IT. 

Average weekly earnings for full-time 
workers in Northampton stand at just 
under £470, above the regional average, 
but below the national average of £502. 
However, sharp differences remain in 
the county itself in terms of pay. Equiva¬ 


lent employees in South Northampton¬ 
shire district earn £585 compared with 
just £410 in Corby. 

Nationally, almost eight million people 
are now in a part-time job, the high¬ 
est since records began in 1992, while 
those working part-time because they 
cannot find full-time work increased 
by 73,000 to a record high of 1.4 
million. 

Average earnings increased by 0.6 per 
cent in the year to March, down by 0.5 
per cent points on the previous month 
because of lower bonuses in the private 
sector. Average weekly pay in private 
firms in March was £2 lower at £460 
compared with a year ago.

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Warning over 
HS2 dangers 
in new report 


CAMPAIGNERS have 
claimed the cred¬ 
ibility of the HS2 
rail project is "falling 
apart" after a Govern¬ 
ment report declared 
it faced major risks. 

The compulsory assess¬ 
ment, carried out by the 
Cabinet Office’s Major 
Projects Authority, issued 
an amber-red risk of the 
project going wrong - just 
one step away from warn¬ 
ing it is unachieveable. 

However the full report, 
which adds mounting 
pressure on Transport 
Secretary Justine Green¬ 
ing to abandon the plan, 
will not be published un¬ 
til the Hybrid Bill reaches 
Government in the next 
two years. 

Peter Deeley, chairman 
of South Northampton¬ 
shire Against HS2, argued 
the credibility of the case 
for HS2 was increasingly 
worsening, with even the 
Government’s civil serv¬ 
ants recognising it is 


flawed. 

He said: “This report 
has highlighted is a great 
deal of concern. Informa¬ 
tion about this project 
is not being made freely 
available to the public or 
for MPs to make decisions 
on. You wonder what they 
are keeping secret. 

“We will continue to 
put pressure on the Gov¬ 
ernment to release more 
information about this 
report. 

“We have being saying 
for more than two years 
that the business case just 
doesn’t stack up, and that 
is becoming more and 
more apparent. 

“Those people living in 
South Northamptonshire 
who are affected by HS2 
will be having serious 
doubts because they are 
not being given the right 
information. 

“The credibility of this 
case is falling apart. It’s 
becoming more and more 
difficult to justify HS2 
to the public, especially 


when austerity measures 
are seeing essential serv¬ 
ices being cut.” 

The red-amber alert 
was only revealed by the 
Department of Transport 
following pressure from 
MP Margaret Hodge in 
her role as chairman of 
the public accounts com¬ 
mittee. 

A spokesman for the 
Department of Transport 
said: “This regular analy¬ 
sis will be used to improve 
delivery of HS2, a vital 
infrastructure project 
which will provide the 
rail capacity our network 
needs for the future.” 

The scheme between 
London and Birmingham, 
which was approved in 
January, will cut through 
villages bordering the 
west side of Northamp¬ 
tonshire, including close 
to Brackley. 

The Hybrid Bill which 
would legislate for HS2 is 
expected to be presented 
to Parliament in the next 
two years.

Former forklift truck engineer 
Mr Bowers was at Silver stone 
yesterday to celebrate the prom¬ 
ise of the creation of 18 million¬ 
aires on Friday through the Eu- 
roMillions Millionaire Raffle. 

After receiving expert motor¬ 
ing tuition, he helped create 
a giant number 18, through a 
combination of skids, turns and 
doughtnuts. 

Speaking to the Chronicle & 
Echo afterwards, Mr Bowers 
said: “I have played the lottery 
since it started and had won odd 
bits and pieces, like £10 or £50, 
but to win so much was quite a 
shock. I hadn’t long bought an 
iPhone and I was checking the 
lottery app and I saw all six num¬ 
bers come up. That’s when your 
heart starts pounding. My wife 
was telling me I had been silly 


and done something wrong. 

“We didn’t sleep on Saturday 
night, and then on Monday some¬ 
one from Camelot came and con¬ 
firmed it. Then we really didn’t 
get any sleep, we were so happy” 

Mr Bowers retired from his job 
three years early, but he and his 
wife were determined not to blow 
their windfall. He said: “It’s hard 
to process, or even think about, 
numbers like £3.5 million. I used 
to have to read the amount back¬ 
wards from the ‘pence’. 

“It was good. It changed our 
lives, but only in the way that it 
made things easier.

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Former Cobblers chairman left 
£3m out of pocket by business 


FORMER Cobblers' chair¬ 
man Dick Underwood has 
sent out a warning to busi¬ 
nessmen after he lost £3.2 
million when a courier firm 
went into administration 
owing him loaned money. 

Mr Underwood, who was North¬ 
ampton Town chairman in the 
1980s and 1990s, said he was the 
victim of a legitimate arrangement 


whereby a company can go into 
administration to wipe out its 
debts, only to re-emerge with the 
same directors and continue trad¬ 
ing. 

In his case he has lost all of the 
£2.8 million he loaned to the com¬ 
pany, which ran a courier firm 
based in the area, as part of the 
deal when he sold the company in 
2001. 

With interest, however, the 


money owed to him by the com¬ 
pany when it was taken over by 
administrators in March was £3.5 
million. 

Mr Underwood, from Collingtree, 
Northampton, said: “I had every 
right to expect the money would 
be paid back when they were able 
to sell the company on or when 
they were in a position to afford 
it. 

“Now I’m left with nothing. 


“There’s nothing illegal about 
it, but it seems extremely unfair 
from where I and other creditors 
are standing. 

“They have got out of their debt 
then set up the company again like 
nothing has happened, having lost 
other people’s money,” Mr Under¬ 
wood added. 

Administrators accepted an of¬ 
fer of £75,000 from a company set 
up by two existing directors of the 


original firms. 

Mr Underwood, who had retained 
some shares in the original compa¬ 
ny, said: “It’s a warning to people 
that when you deal with venture 
capitalists you can very easily lose 
control. 

“I’m sure a lot of people won’t 
know losing out like this is possi¬ 
ble. 

“It might be fascinating if I 
hadn’t lost so much.”

A MASKED gang believed to be 
behind a string of recent ciga¬ 
rette thefts and robberies across 
Northamptonshire are now being 
linked to a number of cash point 
raids. 

Northamptonshire Police said the 
spate of attacks on convenience stores 
and supermarkets had extended to neigh¬ 
bouring Bedfordshire and Buckingham¬ 
shire and believed to include ram-raids 
on ATMs. 

However, the incidents are particu¬ 
larly concentrated in the Brackley and 
Towcester area. 

Since the beginning of April, both Wa- 
itrose and Tesco in Brackley, the Co-Op in 
Duston, the One Stop Shop in St Crispin, 
and the One Stop Shop in Towcester have 
all been targeted, along with two stores 
in Rushden and Raunds. 

On April 24 at the Co-Op store in Main 
Road, Duston, two men or youths waited 
in a dark-coloured car, parked outside 
The Squirrels pub, before storming into 
the store as staff opened up at 6.30am 

They stole a large quantity of cash, 
cigarettes and savings stamps. 

In another robbery on February 6, 
masked burglars, armed with sledge¬ 
hammers, smashed their way into two 
convenience stores on opposite sides of 
Northampton within an hour, believed to 
be carried out by the same gang. 

The first smash-and-grab raid at 


the One Stop Shop, in Kent Road, 
Duston, and a second, identical raid 
took place at around 11.55pm at the 
Co-op, in Wootton Hope Drive, Wootton 
Fields. 

The men escaped in a dark-coloured 
Audi A5 with thousands of pounds worth 
of cigarettes. 

A police spokesman said yesterday: 
“Several stores in the south of the county 
have been targeted in these linked inci¬ 
dents, with the cigarettes stolen of con¬ 
siderable value. 

“The burglaries in which cigarettes 
have been stolen are also being linked 
to a number of cashpoint thefts and at¬ 
tempted thefts. 

“Premises are predominantly being 
targeted during the early hours of the 
morning and offences have also occurred 
in neighbouring Buckinghamshire and 
Bedfordshire.” 

In all incidents, the offenders have 
been described as wearing dark clothing 
and always with face scarves, balaclavas 
or hoods up. 

In a few cases, rigger or gardening 
gloves have been worn. 

The offenders are known todrive a 
black Subaru estate car or a black BMW 
M3 - stealing or cloning registration 
plates of selected cars - and predomi¬ 
nantly target the stores and cashpoints 
during the early hours of the morning. 

Anyone with information or witnesses 
can call Northamptonshire Police on 101.

All the Chum's a stage 


THE former printing 
press of the Northamp¬ 
ton Chronicle and Echo 
which has been empty 
for nearly four years has 
been transformed into a 
theatre stage. 

The redundant part of The 
Mounts building has been 
gathering dust since the 
printing of the paper was 
moved to Peterborough in 
September 2008 but over the 
last few weeks it has been 
brought to life by the Royal & 
Derngate as the setting for its 
production of Greek play The 
Bacchae.

“I really liked the part but I

“It’s been a bit of an ordeal 
at times working in a space 
like this, as an actor you have 
to use your voice differently 
as it can be echoing and there 
was certainly a lot of effort 
put in by the back-stage teams 
to get the set right.

Charity bike ride 
was in memory of 
granddaughter 


A FORMER Saints player 
who lost his granddaugh¬ 
ter to a brain tumour has 
ridden 1,000 miles on a 
classic British motorbike in 
her memory. 

Imogen Wright, of King- 
sthorpe, Northampton, was nine 
years old when she passed away 
in July 2010, about seven months 
after her family were told she 


had an inoperable brain stem tu¬ 
mour. 

Earlier this month her grand¬ 
father, Geoff Wright, spent five 
days riding from John O’Groats 
to Land’s End to raise money for 
Brain Tumour Research in her 
memory 

Mr Wright, aged 64, of Fy- 
lingdale, Kingsthorpe, has 
so far raised £800 towards 
his £1,000 target. He also 


plans to auction the 1952 AJS 
classic motorbike he rode to raise 
more funds for the charity. 

He said: “Just before Christmas 

2009, our family was given the 
news that nobody wants to hear: 
our nine year old granddaughter 
had a brain stem tumour that 
was inoperable and she was given 
three months to live. 

“She battled on past that time 
but finally passed away in July 

2010. During this time she re¬ 
mained a cheerful, happy girl and 
always had a smile on her face.” 

Mr Wright, who played for the 
Saints 246 times between 1967 
and 1983, decided to ride his clas¬ 
sic motorbike the length of the 
UK with help from the AJS and 
Matchless owners’ club, whose 
president and chairman rode 
with him. 

The trio also rode in memory 
of Chris Talbot, the club’s treas¬ 
urer, who was killed in a motor¬ 
cycle accident last year. 

Mr Wright said: “The best part 
of the trip was riding through the 
Cairngorms and Exmoor, as well 
as all the fabulous people we met 
on the way. The worst was the two 
days of rain we had to endure! 

“After we arrived at Land’s End 
and had lots of the photographs 
taken, we signed the book record¬ 
ing people who have completed 
the journey from John O’Groats 
to Land’s End and how they did 
it - so I was able to add that I had 
completed the ride in my grand¬ 
daughter, Imogen’s, memory.”

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Rifles return from 
Afghanistan tour 



THE battalion which suf¬ 
fered one of the worst cas¬ 
ualty rates in the Afghan 
conflict has returned from 
its second tour of duty, 
with a Northamptonshire 
soldier saying the locals 
were 'fantastic people' 

The battle-scarred 2 Rifles 
went to Helmand last September 
knowing its members had suf¬ 
fered a terrible toll previously, 
with a quarter of those on the 
ground returning injured. 

Its members returned on 
Tuesday relatively unscathed, as 
around 400 received operational 
medals from Prince Edward at 
Ballykinler army base, in Co 
Down, Northern Ireland. 

Captain Mark Cripps, 29, from 
Northamptonshire, said there 
were rogue elements in every 
army. 

“It will be a massive setback as 
you trust them, but it is one indi¬ 
vidual in thousands,” he said. 

“There are strange people in 
every army. It is an unfortunate 
thing. 

“If we suddenly became ag¬ 
gressive against them that would 
make things worse.” 

Capt Cripps was involved in 
reconnaissance with an Afghan 
brigade, part of a group of 10 
British servicemen relying on 


more than 100 Afghans for their 
safety. 

“We have a very strong under¬ 
standing of Afghans. They are 
fantastic people. Their culture is 
remarkably similar to ours and 
hospitality is one of the most im¬ 
portant things to them,” he said. 

Lance Corporal Peter Eustace 
died in November from a bomb 
blast while on patrol in north 
Helmand. 

Double leg amputee Rifleman 
Justin Davis, who was injured 
when an improvised explosive de¬ 
vice (IED) exploded in Helmand, 
and Rifleman Fred Owusu, who 
suffered a shattered leg, were 


placed at the front as the prince 
greeted the lines of troops. 

Wearing full uniform, he 
thanked the men for their dedica¬ 
tion and met the family of L/Cpl 
Eustace. 

There was a handful of other 
serious injuries and some shrap¬ 
nel wounds, the army said. 

Many of the riflemen were 
working with the Afghan Na¬ 
tional Army, which is gradually 
assuming greater responsibility 
for law and order. 

This month more British serv¬ 
icemen died when a member 
of the Afghan forces turned on 
them.

Without the dread word ‘Sport’ in its 
title there was a good chance the car 
would ride dreamily over dreadful Brit¬ 
ish roads, and so it proved. This is a car 
to take the longest journeys in, and even 
at a ‘mere’ 46 mpg you might manage 750 
miles from its 65 litre tank. 

On the journey you could enjoy the 
fixtures and fittings of this n-tec+ model, 
which include touch screen navigation 
and a clever multi-camera system that 
lets you see what’s about all around the 
car; front, back and sides. 

And having seen the way the cars 
are built, fast but with near neurotic 
attention to quality, you might expect 
your Qashqai to perform without fault 
for years, while you saw how close to 
that official fuel consumption figure you 
could get. 

For an extra £1,150 you could try the 
same challenge in the Qashqai +2, built 
a little longer to accommodate a third 
row of (mainly child friendly) seats and 
make this practical machine even more 
so. 

Either way, it’s not hard to see why 
the Qashqai has been such a storming 
success. 


successful Qashqai, built in Sunderland 
to the tune of more than a million since 
2007, with the vast majority exported. 

The big news is under the bonnet, 
where a new 1.6 litre diesel which boasts 
more power from its size than any rival 
and terrific economy and low car tax, 
thanks to modest tailpipe emissions. 

Well, after a test drive from the vast 
plant where the car is made (one every 
59 seconds, since you ask) I was hooked. 
The Qashqai has always been a decent 
punt, roomy and confidence inspiring 
thanks to a raised driving position that 
mimics an off-roader without those cars’ 
usual downsides of bulk and thirst. 

And so we’re back to fuel consump¬ 
tion. This new Nissan sipped its way 
through the official test like a well 
watered ant taking a drink, to the tune 
of better than 57 to the gallon. The 
dashboard readout on my test car told 
another story; a little better than 46mpg. 

Now, before you accuse Nissan of 
naughtiness, consider that the real world 
figure (well, the figure for a drive on a 
mix of roads including motorway and 
town work) is actually pretty good for 
such a relatively big car, especially one

AUSTRALIAN ace Cameron 
Shepherd says he can't wait 
to show the Saints fans what 
he can do.

“It is definitely going to be a new 
challenge for me,” said the new re¬ 
cruit, who has nine Australia caps 
to his name. “The Premiership is a 
tough competition and there are a lot 
of teams which like to play exciting 
rugby, especially the Saints. 

“You can see that with the quality 
of player that there is at the club, play¬ 
ers like Ben Foden and George Pisi, 
who are established internationals. 

“I’m looking forward to playing 


with those guys and the rest of the 
squad, and for playing for a club 
which has a great reputation and an 
amazing history 

“Northampton is similar to the 
Force in that it has a great fan-base 
behind the team and I’m looking for¬ 
ward to showing the Saints support¬ 
ers what I can do as a player. 

“I can’t wait to get there.” 

Shepherd, who made his interna¬ 
tional debut against England in 2006, 
also played for the Wallabies in the 
2007 World Cup. 

He likes to play an expansive game 
and the player feels that should suit 
the style Saints boss Mallinder has 


instilled at the Gardens. 

“It’s an exciting opportunity for me,” 
said Shepherd. “I’ve heard lots of good 
things about Jim Mallinder as a coach 
and about the Saints as a club. 

“Jim has got the team playing a 
great brand of rugby which I believe 
suits my style of play and to which I 
think I’ve got a lot to offer.”

COBBLERS boss Aidy Boothroyd 
has played down expectations for 
the coming campaign at Sixfields, 
insisting the focus should be on 
stability 

Town have endured a turbulent 
couple of years, with their Foot¬ 
ball League status coming under 
threat during the final stages of 
both of the past two seasons. 

Hopes are high that Boothroyd 
will continue his rebuilding job 
at Northampton and put together 
a team that is challenging in the 
right half of the npower League 
Two.

“I don’t mind expectation, I 
actually thrive on that, but we’d 
rather be nice and steady and if 
we are going to make a play for it, 
make a play for it at the end. 

“If we were to finish in mid-table, 
that would be a huge improvement. 
Our average is between 49 and 52 
points in the past two years and to 
get promoted you need to double 
that. That means we’ve got to do 
everything twice as well and that is 
going to take some time to do.” 

Boothroyd’s rebuilding of the 
squad continued last week with 
the re-signing of defenders John 
Johnson and Anthony Charles, 
and the transfer activity both in 
and out is expected to increase in 
the next week or so. 

Meanwhile, former Cobblers 
boss Ian Sampson was this week 
named as manager of Corby 
Town.
